This action is responsive to the Decision on Petition of April 15, 2003. 

The amendment of February 13, 2003 has been entered. 

Responsive to the Decision on Petition, supervisory approval was given for the 
reopening of prosecution. At an Appeal Conference with a Quality Assurance Specialist 
a lengthy attempt was made to correct the §112 problems, but was unsuccessful. The 
QAS directed the Examiner to reopen prosecution and to include an art rejection, if 
appropriate. 

The restriction requirement of November 12, 2002 is withdrawn in favor of the 
following. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121:. 

I. Claims 15, 2-3, 5-10, and 14 , drawn to a multiway valve with a conically 
narrowing opening surface, classified in class 251 , subclass 118. 

II. Claims 16, 39-46, 48, 22-28, and 32-38, drawn to a multiway valve with a 
sealing projection, classified in class 137, subclass 625.5. 

III. Claims 17-21 and 29-31, drawn to a valve with a sealing projection, 
classified in class 251, subclass 359. 

IV. Claims 1 1 and 47, drawn to a multiway valve with a conically narrowing 
opening surface and a sealing projection, classified in class 137, subclass 
625.5. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 
Inventions II and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
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does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because it is claimed without such 
particulars. The subcombination has separate utility such as an on/off valve for a single 
flow line. 

Inventions I, II, and IV are independent combinations. Inventions are 
independent if it can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together 
and they have different modes of operation, different functions, or different effects 
(MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different inventions are not 
disclosed as capable of use together and different effects, i.e. a flow nozzle vs. a seal. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
